We bave no disposition te take ferom the
Becrelary of the Treasury any of the credit
he is entitled to for what he has already a .-
complished in redacing the debt, We huve
ntcac?ily smstained his aiforts in this dirsction,
and bave applauded the vigor and honesty
which have enabled him to pay off so large
an amount during his brief term of ofliow.
This praise, however, has been pradicated in

rt upon the reguirements of the Sinking
{:md law, and'in part upon the fact that a
fiseal system for which heis not responsible
has placed him in possossion of a large sur-
plus revenue, It was his daty to dispose of
this surplus i some way, and its application
to the redemption of bonds hine enabled him
to confer upon the conntry certain substantial
beneflts,

The question now is—not whether My,
Boutwell's course has been right or wrong,
but whether it is just or expedient to con-
rinue the taxation which made that conrse
possible, We have nothing but praiss for his
ugo of the means which the revenue placedl
st his disposal; but when he proposes to
maintain this revenus at its present rate
solely that he may continne the reduoction of

it proper to remind him that the time is not
propitions for the cultivation of theories, or
the promotion of pot projects, and that the
prople expect—and have a right to expoot—
that the surplus shall horeafter inure to their
benefit as taxpayers. Between the judicious
application oipa realized surplus, and the con.
tinuance of oppressive taxation solely with a
view to the acquisition of a large surplus,
there is an essentinl difference, 1t is the lat-
ter purpose which now challenges public
attention.

the holder of a six per cent. bond may be
expocted vobluntarily to exchange it for a
four per cent. There must be compnlsion of
some sort or the conversion will not be made,
Senator Bherman saw this when ha snggested
that the bondholders should be made to un-
derstand that a refusal to exchange might be
followed by the redemption of the bouds in
depreciated grecnbacks instead of coin.
Others, more cantions, have contended that
there can be no funding at a lower rate
of interest until the Goyernment is enabled,
by resmumpiion, lo offer gold for the
six per cents as the allernative of a four
per cent. seourity. We are convineed that
resumption must precede funding; and ns ve-
sumption is g work of time—we gpprehend of
yoare—wo have profested against the con-
tinuance of taxation for the promotion of an
object which is distant and indefinite in its
distance. There would be some reason in a
proposal to prolong the present burdens an-
other year, if thers wero any guarantes that
at the end of that period fanding might be

| ship of onr people an innate sense ol justico
| that is gquick to respond to any attompt at
| fairness in a public jonrnal. This fact the
lending papers in the couulry perceive,
so that now, in place of the old slang-
whanging partisan organs that used to flourish
#0 oxtenwively, thore is a large and grow-
ing class of joumals which exercise the right
to judge im'mr!inllv of the acts of either
party, thongh in the main advocating the
claims of ono of them. Several such papers
we conld name, but the pnblio is too fumiliar
with them to require it., They are the most
influential and most prosperous papers in the
country, and will continne to advance in pros-
perity so long as they maintain their present
conrge, On the other hand, the blind party
orgavs (of which there are still too many)
are struggling for existence and are doomed
to the fate of the London Star and the Mapi-
ing Hevald, unless they follow the example
of their wiser contemporaries, It is a che-
rished dream of many persons thiat the aome
of perfection in a newspaper would be peu.
frality in party matters. This dream is an
idle one., No long as public weasures can
be adopted only hf means of organized politi-
cal purties,and so long as voters will side with
one or other of these parties, just so long will
party journals be a necessity; bnt thewo jonr-
nals will obtain inflaence in inverse ratio to
their blind adherence to party. They mnst

be independent, but not neutral.

FRENCH POLITICS,
Proan the Boston Traveller,

The condition of affairs in France is an apt
practical commentary on French politics. Na-
poleon III, having made unp his mind to
abandon that system of personal government
which he had pursued for almost eigliteen
years—if we count from the coup d'elat of
December, 1851—s0ems detenmined to give
the constitutional systemn a full and fair trial;
and that under circnmstances and conditions
which will not lenve its votavies any ground
for rensonuble or unreasomable complaint or
eriticism. That they do comphin of and
criticise his conrse is cleay, even from the
mengre aceonnts of their words and their
deeds that we obtain through the n.-lngr.al’xhiu :
despatches; but that does not prove that thaiy
langnage and their action ave reasonable—ox
that they are even whal could be ealled un.
reasonable; for, gencrally sposking, the
tongues and the pens and the hands of Mrench
politicinns are so employed as to convey a
very vivid impression that their owners are

effected. DBut there is no such guarantee
and there can be none. On the contrary,
since resumption is s necossary preliminary

comparatively remote contingency, the I;‘rolm-
sal to perpetnate exhaustive tnxation lacks the
only pll‘ﬂllﬁiblc pretense that has been invented
in its behalf.

There is n necessity which the advooates of
immedinte resumption and the believers in
the possibility of funding both overlook. The

snecessity in gquestion is relief to the taxpay-
ers, ‘‘Get back quickly to specie payments,”
sonnds well enough, *“Tund the debt™
sounds not amiss, - But these sugpestions be-
come as nothing before the demand for re.
duced taxation. “‘Ieduce the taxes!" That
is the people’s ery; @ ery not raised by dema- |
gognes or echoed by charlatans, but one that
originates in the netual wants of the commu-
nity—in the condition of its trade and indus-
try, in the strunggle of both for existence, and
in the hardships entailed upon hoth Ly the
ypresent rate of taxation. 'The 7vibusie may
point daily, if it so choose, to the “‘glory” in-
cident to the payment of indebtedness not
due. The taxpayers do not value that kind
of glory—they want relief, They don't cuve
ahont great bencfits in the uncertain future.
They lieed most their sufferings from taxn-
tion ns it is, and they insist that (¢ shall be
diminishes before aught be done lowards the
golution of other problems,

The demand is rendered the more em-
phatic and the more equitable by the gradual
approneh to specie payments and the neces-
sity of adjusting things before that result be
reached, The Tribunc characterizos the re-
marks that while “valnes arve falling taxes re-
main the same” as “sheer effrontery.” It is
in the main fact, nevertheless. And if re-
sumption be brought about withont revision
and reduction of ,taxes as a preliminary, the
people will not be able to pay them. This,
00, may be ‘‘sheer effrontery,” but it also is
as near akin to fact as anything in the future
ean be. For taxes undiminished in amouut,
with the values of labor amd of sll prodncta
diminished by resumption, would be practi-
cally increased taxation—and that at a time
when every interest wonld be sorely tried.

King Vietor of Italy is a prodent man. 1o
bas forbidden the Dnke of Genoa to aceopt
thiat t!inp,m'mm iece of jewelry, the Spanish
crown, Though forestalled in this action by
the stripling Duke's mother and her hus-
band, the Marquis Rapallo, the gentleman
King claims the lurmme right o dispose of
Italian princes. All of them are now agreed,
if the cable reports unerringly, not to tonch
the fatal ecrown, Consequently thero is
another crisis in the desperate fortunesq of
Spuin, and Marsbal Prim, with his Ministry,
ia +aid to have resigned from the Government,
which is to say, in other words, that the Gov-
ernment has resigned from itsplf. This hap-

ns when the Treasnry of Spain is in an ex-
wnusted condition, and while Demooratio
papers in Madrid can afford to complain of
the horrors of the Cuban war, and ask for the
casaation of a vain crusade, Meauwhile, the
inevitable Montpensier is announced on hand
o8 always, like that sempiternal I‘vlnr'kinq of
which we have more than once read. The
erown of Spain, of which Isabella is charged
with having stolen the jewels, is once more
rejected in the wmarket, and is about
to be set aside by the auoctioncer. Who
bids?

It i8 & grievous and ('Iio:ropnmlmh- arown.,
Most of its jewels are gome, so that it wonld
be a real saving to Spein not to have a king,
and so aveid the expense of gotting a new
oze, Minister Figuerola, who takes cire of a
trensury which s democratio newspaper of
Mrdrid Ceclares is almost bankropt, has bean
provoked (o charge upon the ex-Queens
Christina and lmhr-hn the robbery of aboul
84,000,000 worth of jewels bolonging to the
Crown, Ex-Queen Christina implores the
Minister of Finance to consent to become n
private citizen, in order that she may prose-
cute him. Ex-Queen Isabella also rejeots,
and wo presume indignantly, the application
to her of what her ex-Minister Canovas calls
the ignominons epithet of thief; and her
daughter’s recent distresses, which have been
brought to the notice of the Fronch publie
through a court, show that the want of these
jewels is more apparent than the possession
of them. Minister Fignerola promises, how-
ever, convineing proof of the high crime of
Crown robliery; and ss the jewel reputation
has been lost by one or both of the ex-Queens,
many Spaniards will venture to helieve that
they have stolen others,

This theft, a royal one in every respeet,
suguosts onrions reflections npon the state of
}mhlin virtue in Bpain,  Queen Isabella may

ave stolen jewels, but that was not a cirenm-
slance to her habit of sqgu milering Spanish
money. Her ministors were not guilty of vio-
lent theft, but it is notorions that they robbed
their country of revennes, Ilor generals were
not bandits, but somehow Spain has suffered
from them, Then, too, if the Queen conld
lai]r!!l' in Madrid, what might not her favorites
ve done in Cubn?  These ingnivies have
yery wide ramifieations, and would tend in-
evitably to raise up doubis not only of the
modesty with which Spanish officials steal in
Cuba, but of the honesty with which they
bleed their conntry in Spain.

There is a kind of possession which is ns
bad as robbery., This was the case when
faabelle wore the erown, with all its jewels,
aud gmnbled away one by one those fine
gews of public eredit and integrity, and that
Puhliu honor whose price is above rubies,
This was the ocase, too, when the Spani-
avds ingisted on retaining the island which
they poetieally call *‘the gem of the Antilles,”
and “one of the brightest jewels in the
Crown of Spain.” The Cnban gem is a fatal
ons to Spain, and more safely belongs to its
patural owners. Dut the gipsy of nations,
who ories ot for her missing baubles, and
clutehes at this one, will not, cannot see that
a greater theft than Isabella’s is the steal-
ing of liberty from millions of whites and
blacks.

It is said that My, Recretary Fish has com.
municated to the Senate's Committes on
Forcign Affaivs the papers relating to the
colebrated note which Gonernl Sickles pre-
pented to the Bpanish Government in Sep-
tember last, in compliance with orders from
Washington, and then withdrew again in
complinnce  with similar orders.  These
papers were not included among the docn.
ments on the Cuban question submitted to
Congress in consoquenco of a resolution eall-
ing for them; but it seemns that the Senate's
Committee has required them, and that they
have been furnished, Mr, Fish, however,
enjoing entire secrecy upon the committes,
He does not wish the people to know what
those papers contain. He thinks it is proper
for the rulers of this republic to manage the
affairs of their constituents just as monarchs
manage theirs, treating their subjocts as of
no acconnt,

Wo dare say that there is good reason why
Mr. Fish should desire to keep the papers in
question from publicity  ‘They oannot be
creditable to lim or to the President, or
indeed to anybody, unless it be Mr. Sidney
Webster, his gon-in-law, Spain's hired adyo-
cate. The note of General Sickles, the reply
of the Spanish Government, the second note
of Bickles, hnmbly withdrawing the first, are
all things which the American people would
not be displeased with if they shonld see
them. What if it should appear—and we
bave good remson for believing that the
papers, if published in full, wonld show it—
that  the first note was humbly with-
drawn because the Spanish Government
threatened war if it was not withdrawn ?
Would a fact of that sort be grateful to the
Yankee nation ¥ Wonld it reconcile them to
having a Secretary of State with his son-in-
lnw under Spanish pay, while the father-in-
Inw was negotiating with Spain upon matters
vitally concerning our nationsl interests and
our national honor ¥

Secrecy is ]wopur in diplomacy, ns in every-
tbing else, while the business it denls with is
still unfinished. DBut the business treated in
the Sickles papers is completed. 'There is
no resson for keeping them private any
longer, except to covar up the shame which
General Greant and Mr, Fish, npder the guid-
ance of Sidney Webster, have inflicted upon
the conntry in their betrayal of the Cnbans
and thair truckling to Prim and Serrano,
